It Is probable that within the next 


few months Coshocton county railroad 
mines will be equipped with mining 
machines, and the old system of cut- 
ting coal by pick will gradually disap- 
pear.

H. D. Dennis, who 
controls the Morgaln Eun company 
and has other extensive coal Interests 
m the county, will install the first 
machine at Morgan Eun. Pow-

electric plant at the mine, and a Jef- 
frey machine will be used. 
If it is 


found the machine can be operated 
successfully other machines will be 
purchased at once. The Introduction 
of machines will not* decrease the 
number of employes, but it will great- 
ly increase the output of coal. 


The conference was also important 


because the dead work scale was set- 
tled upon the basis that prevailed last 
rear. The conference began in the 
afternoon and there was much discus- 
sion upon minor points. It was nec- 
essary to adjourn the meeting until 
evening when all details were com- 
pleted.

Ing men. For many years the Broad- 
way squad were all men of fine phy- 
sique and all of them were six feet 
tall, several of them were six feet six 
and a few had reached seven feet. 
Chief Byrnes, onc the inside of his 
gold-laced coat, a.nd bis natty little 
rosewood emblem of authority in his 
hand, which he used like a field mar- 
shal's baton, was as handsome a man 
as you would meet in a day's walk. 
Captain—otherwise known as "Club 
ber"—Williams, who for many years, 
had charge of the Tenderloin district 
and who was lucky enough to make 
a splendid fortune, on which he now 
enjoys his "otium cum dignitate" 
like a gentleman, with a fine, clean- 
cut face, his height something over 
six feet, his weight about 230 pounds, 
looked like a perfect police Apollo, if 
you can imagine an Apollo of that 
height and weight.

In that 
great metropolis there is no rest, busy 
life rushes as wild at midnight as it 
do^s in other places by the light of 
the noonday sue. 
Competition is 


fierce; trie weak one goes to wall, the 
strong man steps over his prostrate 
body and relentlessly pursues his way 
to fame and riches. After a separa- 
tion of ten years, during which time 
the life of one has been almost un- 
changed, he has risen with the lark 
and pursued his weary toil with the 
reaper and plow and seed the earth, 
and the life of one day is almost an 
epitome of the next. Days come and 
go, the harvest succeeds the spring, 
and winter with its mantle of white 
has vanished the beauty of summer 


~~a~n~d spring. It has a beauty of its 


own, but it's the beauty of. death. 
The wanderer who left home ten 
years ago has returned to the 
old homestead to find everything 
changed. 


The brother that was left in charge 


of the old farm has the rude strength 
gathered behind the plow and the 
reaper and ail the toilsome labor of 
the farm. The other, when he set- 
tled in New York, formed his friend- 
ships among the legal class.and in the 
natural course of events made the ac- 
quaintance of those who rule the city. 
Office was tendered him; he accepted 
the gage and in a few years we find 
him in Washington actively engaged 
in settling the affairs of the nation. 
It seems as if the mental fiber was 
changed. 
The one is strong: the 


constant demand upon his daily life 
gives him little chance for mental im- 
provement. The farm needs constant 
watchfulness, the cattle must be 
cared 'or, and this is the dull routine 
ol his daily life. In the other, being 
constantly surrounded by the intellec- 
tual powers of the land, the entire 
character of the man has changed. 
The features which seemed cast in 
the same mould have now but a faint 
resemblance. The fierce battle of life 
which he had to meet with every day, 
the disappointment and loss which he 
had to encounter, have left their im- 
press on his face never to be erased 
till death leleases his spirit from this 
mortal 
tenement 
of clay.

that man settles

self, for when the trial balance m 
life's ledger is cast up, then, and not 
till then, can we count the profit or 
the loss, The farmer, if he is rightly 
balanced m the peacefulness of his 
borne, lino's a just compensation for 
his toil. The lawyer, on the other 
hand.rises in the morning weary with 
the conflicts of the preceding day and 
longs for the peace that his brother 
enjoyed without the sacrifice of every- 
thing which renders life worth hav- 
ing. 
The lawyer may reach fame,pur- 


chased with hopeless shipwreck; the 
farmer, secure in the ancient motto, 
"Sufficient for the day is the evil 
thereof," satisliecl in the end his dust 
will mingle with those who have gone 
before, "So mote it be." 


One of the most serious questions 


that confronts our people at the pres- 
ent time is the peaceful settlement of 
the wars and the return of peice. The 
heavy war debt incurred within the 
last four years will have to be paid. It 
is difficult to believe in the monstrous 
ingratitude of a country for whith we 
have done so much as Cuba. We have 
raised armies to fight their battles. 
We have advanced many millions of 
dollars to secure them independence. 
We have made life and property more 
secure. We have formed a system of 
education of which they stand so bad- 
ly in need, and we are even now en- 
gaged in a gigantic plan to make the 
capital of Cuba more healthful and se- 
cure them from the ravages of fever.

nopoljr of two of the greatest luxuries 
known to mankind-rsugar, and tobac- 
co, articles which are always in de- 
mand among civilized or savage. They 
have never jet learned the full mean- 
ing of the words gratitude and hones- 
ty. For more than half a century 
they have stood before our capital.hat 
in hand, humbly begging for our aid 
to rescue them from their misery. No 
sooner have they secured their liberty 
and all the advantages that independ- 
ence gives, tendering them the free- 
dom that we, ourselves, enjoy without 
fee or reward, than they turn like 
bloodhounds and bite the hand that 
saved them. It may be that we will 
have to leave them to their fate. The 
release would be a heaven-sent boon 
to us, but a heaven-sent punishment 
to them for their ingratitude. We 
probably feel it more acutely now 
;han if this sorrow had befallen us in 
a time of peace, but in peace or war 
we accept the gage, and they may 
learn to their sorrow that time at last 
makes all things even.
